Court, and eſpecially fauoured of the King, had recciued great

The French will haue it no part of Puglia: the Spaniard will 
not yeeld ita part of Abbruzx0. In thearticles of their agreement 
the copfines and limits of each ſcuerall Prouince were not ſo di- 
tin&ly ſerdowne, as had benerequiſite, for the clearing of all 
doubts, and preuention of all future diflerences betweene thoſe 
great Princes. It made the marter alſo more lirigious, becauſe it

They diuide the Entrade by equall portions betweene them, till

Of whoſe beingart Rome, we greatly diſpute] 
not, for it inferreth nothing of conſequence, to that they would| 
infinuate,VVe knowit was not Perersbeing at Romethatgaue her} 
the Supremacie ouer all other Churches , but Romes grcatneſle 
thatgaue the occaſion of that greatnefle , which is now attribu- 
tedto Peter. For though itbe true, that he had Superioritatem or- 
dints, before the reſtofthe Apoſtles, yet was he not Superior po- 
tetate,which the Popes haue ſince chalenged. And if (three hun-| 
dred yeares afteralmoſt) when Coyſtaptine embraced, profiled, | 
and maintained Chriſtian religion, the Impertall Maieſtic had 
then reſided in France, asitdid fiue hundred yeares after, and 
there continued ſome foureſcore yeares; otin Germany, where | 
it hath bene euer ſince: we had had a Pope of Parzs, or of Prage, 
inſtead of this that we haue now at Rome. But a farall thing it} 
hath bene to this citie to v{urpe ouer the world: Fuſt, by holding 
inatemporall ſubie&tion all the countriesof her neighbour Prin- 
ces: Since, by bringing into rhraldome the hearts and conſcien. 
ces of Chriſtians: Firſt, by'intruding vpon the inheritance of 
men; then,by incroaching vponthe heritage of Chriſts owne 
purchaſe. But ſay we graunt that Peter were Head of the

being driuen out of Italebythe Emperaursforces, ſhe b:gan mew to be.

| thereabout ,, and for that it was inhabited by diuers Captames.and men 
of command,euer fincethe enlargement it had by the great nauiethat Au-

| onthe other, Inthis doubrfull caſe,Guicciardine though he were 
the Popes {cruant, yet by his maſters leaue he will forſake him, 
and leane to the truth,as AriStotle quit his maſter Plato: Charus a- 
micus,charior veritas.So ſhould we do; and not be ſuch appren- 
tiſes and bondmen to Ipſe dixit, asto runne againſt the current 
of our owne reaſon and reading in matter of hiſtorie,when it is 
ſo authentically and demonſtratiuely (as here) confirmed.

matters, they lined as it were meerly ſubie& many yeares vnder the 
ſhadow of the Emperourg; and continued long after in low eſtate, being 
quite debarred from medling with them,byreaſonof the Lombardsgreat- 
a:ſſe. But after that by the meanes of the kings of France they had obtai- 
ned atemporall power, they yet held ſtrift amitie with the Emperors,and 
depended wholly pon their authoritie, ſo long as the diguitie Imperiall| 
continued in the Succeſſors of Charles the Great both m memorie of for- 
mer benefits giuen and receiued berwzene them, as alſo wn regard of the 
Emperours greatneſſe_-. After the dzclination whereof, they ſeparating 
chemſelues wholly from their friendſhip , began to make open profeſſion 
that the Pontifical dignitie was rather to giue lawes to the Emperours, 
then ro take them, And therfore hating aboue all things to returne to their 
former ſubiefion, and that none of the Emperours might attempt their 
former right, either in Rome_ or elſewhere_(as ſome of them.either of

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*His Recapitulationor Summary of whathath formerly bin 
Tas, brings vs to the full period of the Popes height and 
|  greatneſſe, (though his ambition be boundleſſe, and his 
pride vvithout period.) For now he vvill no longer take Jawes 
of the Emperours, bur as Vicar of Christ yvill gue lawesvnto 
|them,He proues it out of good authors, The Tyrants and Rebels in 
Ialie:and by ſtrong arguments, Fre and [word,curfing and excom- 
munication, armes temporall and ſpirituall . But he carries it not ſo

| men;Tobold of the Church in feezor elſe ſet op other heads againſt them, | 
and; gaue (theſe) the inueſtirure. Thus began the cities of Romagna to 
haue ſeuerall Lords, pnder the title for the moſt part , of Vicars of the 
Church: So the gouernment of Ferrara being giuen by the Pope,to Az%0 
Eſte, was after granted him pnder the title of Vicar: whoſe familie in 
| proceſſe of time was dignified with morenoble titles. So Bologna being 
taken by TohnViſconti Archbiſhop of Millan, was after granted hin 
by the Pope, -onder the title of a Vicariat.

V pon which conditions he — and the Romans attending to 
the gaine of that yeare;he poſſeſſed himſelfe abſolutely of the gouernment 
of that citie, and put aGarriſon in the Caſtle of S., Angelo. Whoſe Suc-

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and roburne Frankinſence and other ſweet odours in our Tem-! 
ples, ({o it be not todriue away illSpirits and Hobgoblins) all 
this will we do,as well and as vvillingly asthey.For all theſe do; 
ſtirre vp the ſpirits and powers of mans ſouleto a more liuely | 
offering vp of his liuing ſacrifice of prayer, praiſe and thankes- 
giuing to God. Theſe their Church enioyned,and many things 
| more,as in themſelues ( Adiaphora) vpon very good reafon, and 
toa moſt godly vie, tillthe abuſe by corrupt viage grewto hurt 
the Church more,thenthe vie at firſt did it good: and therefore 
may be aboliſhed,as all other conſtiturions of like nature inthat 
Church may be,andbaue bene cuen by Rome her{elfe. Asfor 
their praying to Saints,worthipping of Images, and other Ido-| 
Jatrtes, our Church hath cancelled thoſe Canons: for we Prote- 
ſtantshaue not our Deos matores, minores, and Medioxuumos, our 
Demi-gods,and gods of a higher ſtraine and largerfize, as the 
Heathens had.Our God is not like Baal, that muſt be wakened | 
with loud crying , nor like the gods of cath vpcacarth,that' 
muſt be ſued vnto by mediation. His Court is alwaies where| 
himſelfe is,cuery where: vveneedno Poſtillionsto ſend to him, 
nor Fauorites to ſpeake for vs. V Ve know not vvinether S. Perer 
can heare our Catholicks here in England and them in Iralie_ 
all ar once; nomore then when he was at Alexandria he could 
heare or ſee them in Rome. And of their other punie and paper- 
| | Saints, S.Rocke,and SStocke,and ſuch like,we doubt much more. 

| Thoſe filly ſoules therefore and poore Chriſtiars that preferre 
their ſuites by ſuch Solliciters,were in poore caſe,if they could 
{not enter the Preſence but by their meanes: but this King of 
Kings is a ſearcherof the heart, and finding (thar) ſincerely afte- 
Red to him, doth nodoubr accept them. This is our charitable 
conſtruRion ofthem;andletthis be their beſt comfort,till God 
who hath touched their hearts withthe heate of Chriſtian zeale,

Shall it therefore binde vs here in England vvhere they haue 
no power to commaund, nor vye like cauſe to be prohibi- 
[rted? For,we haue nor the fourth part of people thar they; 
nor they the moiety of good arable and paſture ground that 
we to maintaine them. 


Here remaines yet one other thing, vvherein they of the 
Romane Church haue much preiudiced the ſinceritic of 
| Chriſtian Rehgion, and that is, Therr Miracles. For, as they 
haue bene roo full of their Canonicall Conſtitutions,and too 
| free of their Philoſophicall Concluſions, vyherewith their great | 
Tomes and Volumes are loaden , like Cardinall Campegius 
Sumprers (vvith much traſh burlitle or no Trea{ure:) So haue| 
they bene roo lauiſh and vulgar in their hyperbolicall Mira- 
cles. A great Miracle ſure it is (if it were true) that they 
{ſhould grow ſo thicke in the Popiſh drie Territories, and 
thriue ſo litle in this moiſt Climate of ours. For if we haue 
one in an age; it is but of a Straw, and yet not worth a ſtraw 
vyhen. we haue it: A miracle but of tooliſh fancie and vn- 
ſetled imagination; ſuch a one as the Eye of conceit may dai- 
ly ſee,if it Jooke vpon broken clouds; and theEare of credu- 
ous fancie hourely heare,1f it liſten to the ring of Bells. Burt 
{Jet them no longer ſcandalize the Truth, nor thinke to co- 
ſen the vvorld vvith this counterfer kinde of coyne. Their 
Golden Legend of leaden lies is no more current, Men are 
'no longer babes to take ſuch Counters for good paiment, or 
{o ſimple to belecue they ſee a man inthe Moone, Let them 
it they be wiſe, 'ttampe vs no moe miracles of this Mint, leaſt 
vvhile they endeuour to make men belecue vyhar they ſee to 
(be falſe, they be hardly truſted in vyhar is true. 1 dare vn- 
dertake there be more of theſe iuggling Miracles to be ſcene 
inthe countries of Poperie, then there have bene houres lince 
Chriſt vvrought his firſt Miracle at Cana in Galile_: as appea- 
'rech by the Crutches, Armes, Legges, and other Gambolls | 
hung vp tor ſhew thereof in all the Churches and Chappels 
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| upon Guicciardines Digreſiion 
of Tralie,; ſome of which haue bene ſo palpably forged, and | 
ſo notoriouſly diſcoucred, as all the Figge-leaues in Tralie_ 
and Spaine.. are not ſufficient to couer their nakedneſſe; where- 
of the modeſter fort arc much aſhamed, confeſling them to 
be pia mendacia, and the vviſer ſort laugh at them , Of this 
| kinde of ſtuffe Rome it ſelte is ſtufked more then any place elle; 
\vvhere for my part I beleeued verie few , but onely this 
(which Colonna obſerued before out of Guicciardine-., ) 1 har ir 
'isa Miracle God ſuffereth the pride and abhomination of thar 
Sea ſo long vnpuniſhed, Bur of ſuch miracles as this the whole 
| earth is full: All the workes of God, from the great Frame of 
the vyorld to the moſt ſmall and contemptible creatures, are 
| Miracles of his Power: the ſtay and vpholding them i their firſt 
| being, are Miracles of his Prouidence: the puniſhing of rhe wic- 
ked,and proteRting his children (eſpecially thoſe he hath fer 
ro raigne ouer ys) are Miracles of his Tuitice ; vvhercof this 
| our Land can yeeld the world rwo famous and vnmatchable. 
Inſtances, in the late Queeneof happie memorie, and our Soue-| - 
raigne Lord the King that now is; by their ſeuerall, many and | 
'miraculous deliuerances, ſuch as Rome can ſhew none.Where 
| Theophyla&s Cuppe , and the Italian Figge hath made. quicke 
diſpatch ot diuers Popes in a ſhort time. VVhar ſhould I} 
ſpeake of thoſe great Miracles of Gods infintte Mercie ? T he ſen-| 
ding of our Sauiour into the world, his Incarnation, Reſur-: 
re&tion and Aſcention ; and all other workes of his, as Rai- 
\fingthe dead, Curing the diſeaſed, Reſtoring the lame and 
 blinde to their limmes and fight, regiſtred to vs inthe facred | 
Chronicle of his holy word > Theſe indeed were truly Mira- 
 [cles, fuch as all Chriſtians are bound to belecue and con-! 
|feſlſe. As for thoſe of the Romane Church, there is neither 
Truth in the Fa&, nor Benefit in the Beliefe, 1 will onely in-* 
ſtance in one of my particular obſeruation, and ſo conclude. 
In a Towne of Talie where I abode foure moneths, was a| 
| poore Trades-man, who liued in the place full ſcuen yeares, 


and had neuer ſpoke, being generally taken to haue bene| 
| deafe| 
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-nowned Shrine in Ewrope, and comparable (ft the Papiſts | 
haue any) to that of Mahomer in Mecha. They fay ſhe is as

deafe and dumbe from his birth . This man vndertooke a 
Pilgrimage to the Ladie of Lorerro,, the moſt famous and re- 


rich in lewels and Treaſure, as famous in her Miracle-facul-
